The city of Santa Ana was incorporated 50 years ago. in 
It was founded in 1869 by the late W. H. Spurgeon. His son, W. H.

At the time of incorporation the community’s population was 
about 2000. ITie first officers of the city were Mr. Spurgeon, chair¬ 
man of the l>oard of trustee.s, J. T. Harlin, J. R. Porter, John Avas 
and A. Snyder. Samuel Wilson was city clerk, C. J. Mosbaugh wa.s

The new pac t removes re.strio- 
tions on th«* size of navie.s, but the 
i;nite<i Slates and (Jreat Britain, 
possessors of the worhl's nughti(*st 
fleets, agree*l separately to main¬ 
tain their navies at the .same level. 

Norman H. I>avis, on behalf ol 
the Hmteti State.s, was the first 
diplomat to sign the treaty. 

Japan Walks Out 

! Japan was not represented by 
delegates at today’s ceremony but 
by two obsttf'vers since the Japan¬ 
ese <lelegation w’alked out of the 
conference after its dcman*Ja for 
equality were refu.sed. 

Dino (Jran*li, Italian ambassador 
to Ixindon. attended the se.ssion as 
the Fas<’ist representative but did 
not sign the treaty because; of 
Italian prote.sts against existing 
Fast African war .sanctions. 

The Italian ambassador said 
“It is with the most sincere re- 
! gret that Italy finds herself pre- 
' vented from lM*ing among the 

■ powers who tialay are signing 
the naval ln*aty." 

’ His nation, Drandi tieclared. has 

■ been "compelled to maintain un- 
I prejudice*! its freedom in the fieki 
' of naval ron.struction.s." He gave 

as the Fascist rea.sons for non- 
participiation the conclusion of 
agreements of mutual naval as¬ 
sistance in the Mediterranean 
among CJreat Britain and other 
powers an*l the "unprecedented 
' economic war" being waged 
against Italy. 

.May Sign Rater 

‘ The treaty, however, is left open 
for later signature by both Italy 
and Japan. 

The chief difference between the 
new treaty and the existing 
treaties of 1922 an*l 1930 is that 
now' there will b« no limitation on 
the sizes of fleets but only on the 
sizes of shii>s an*l guns. 

Attempts to limit the size of 
fleets "quantitatively," were given 
up when the Japanese left the con¬ 
ference.

HUNTINGTON BEACH.— 
Roaring winds and crashing 
ground swells were responsible for 
several hundred dollars’ damage 
in this area last night, as a freak 
storm, which included a heavy 
hailstorm, struck at the coastline, 
damaging the city pier and blow¬ 
ing a fishing barge almost upon 
the sands of the beach here. 

“Bill’s Barge," a fishing boat, 
anchored two and one-half miles 
offshore, was blowm nearly to 
shore by the strong wind. John 
Leslie, 40, attendant, remained 
with the barge throughout the 
storm and suffered no Injuries 
from the wild night, it was re¬ 
ported. 

The huge boat narrowly mi.ssed 
colliding with the end of the mu¬ 
nicipal pier, and late today was 
anchored a .short distance offshore, 
with the owner, C. K. Morrison, 
preparing to move the craft back 
to Its anchorage. The “Lucky 
Strike,” pa.s3enger boat connected 
with the barge, arrived early this 
morning to protect the barge from 
damage by grounding. 

The boat landing at the end of 
the pier was badly damaged, as 
huge ground swells and the strong 
wind la.shed the coastline. Damage 
was estimated at several hundred 
dollars by Street Supt. Henry 
Wirth. 

A section of a gambling boat, 
burned six years ago near Long 
Beach, and which has been ashore 
near Sunset Beach for .some time, 
cra.shed into pilings of the local 
pier during the night, but did no 
damage. Apparently a large sec¬ 
tion of flooring from the derelict, 
nearly 100 feet long and 25 feet 
wide, the huge battering-ram 
wa.shed a.shore before damaging 
the pier. It will be removed by 
city employes today, it was an¬ 
nounced. 

A barge anchored off Newport 
Beach was also reported to have 
dragged anchor, traveling almost 
to the harbor ictties. No other 
damage wag reported.

Every so often a page com¬ 
pletely filled will turn up. There, 
the judge will have outlined 
“week-end" with a red pencil. It 
shows the large number of people 
hurt and killed in Saturday and 
Sunday traffic. "Three killed, 22 
injured in Sunday traffic." “Chil¬ 
dren Maimed in Crash." “Three 
Drunk Drivers Held." "Pedestrian 
killed.” That’s the way the head¬ 
lines in the judge’s book read.

W e; can all remember when an airplane ride was a 
risky adventure. Today, giant air liners come and 
go on schedule, carrying passengers with the routine pre¬ 
cision of the railroads. 

The United States bureau of air commerce has just 
issued a report on last year’s flying which shows how 
•afe commercial flying really is. 

Last year, the number of persons who traveled on 
America’s airways was five times the number of citizens 
of Orange county, yet there were only two accidents 
which were fatal to passengers, during the last six months 
of the year. 

Auto traffic accidents in the West, on almost any 
week end, cause as many deaths as did all American 
transport flying during that six months period—11 killed 
in the two crashes. 

There has been young and virile blood in the avia¬ 
tion industry; men who have refused to be satisfied with 
things as they are, and who have constantly produced 
new and better equipment. Not only are finer planes 
being built; new safety devices for blind flying, better 
landing field facilities, improved radio beams are all add¬ 
ing to the safety factor in flying.

Relief, Two Aids 

W ITH the state and local relief situation becoming 
desperate as a result of withdrawal of federal 
support, taxpayers might well consider the advisability 
of themselves putting employable dole recipients to work. 

The money, no matter how it may be rai-sed, will 
come out of their pocket in the long run. It has been 
coming out of their pockets, even when dispensed from 
federal sources. Much of it has been spent in projects 
of no direct benefit to taxpayers. 

Let every taxpayer take a sharp pencil and figure 
how much labor directly beneficial to his own business 
or his own intere.sts he might employ with the money he 
has heretofore paid in taxes, or that he will, in all likeli¬ 
hood, be called upon to pay if the general relief bill con¬ 
tinues at the level of the past few months. 

Particularly let him consider whether personally tak¬ 
ing a certain number of individuals off n.’lief and putting 
them at useful work for his own benefit may not be a 
far better contribution to the maintenance of true Amer¬ 
icanism than to continue, through his taxes, to support 
the present collectivist plan of handling the unemployment 
crisis. And let him consider if this could be done in a 
practical way.

David Lamson and Justice 

G uilty or not guilty? The world may never learn 
the truth about David Lamson. Press reports in¬ 
dicate that District Attorney Fred Thomas of San Jose 
may drop the charge of wife murder—discouraged by 
failure of a jury to reach a decision yesterday at the 
close of Lamson’s third trial. 

Whether or not he killed his wife, Lamson already 
has paid part of the penalty for the crime. Since May 
30, 1933, when she was found beaten to death in a bath¬ 
tub at their Stanford campus home, he has been in jail 
or in court. 

If he is innocent, he has been bitterly wronged by 
the long-drawn out judicial proceedings. And if he is 
guilty, he now stands a good chance to escape full and 
just punishment. In all, the case has been badly handled 
—it is a blot on American justice.
